IX.4.4B-PRDINDEX PROCESSED DATA BASE FILE PRDINDEX

Purpose

File PRDINDEX contains the index to the time series in the Processed
Data Base.

A hashing algorithm is used to determine the location in the index
based on the time series identifier and data type. A hashing
algorithm is a technique which applies a function to a key to compute
an address. In this case the key is the time series identifier and
data type. The address will be the index array subscript. The goal
is to scatter the entries over the entire index and avoid more than
one key 'hashing' to the same address.
